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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the rejection of the claims as 
being unpatentable over Choy in view of Long in view of Ohshiro. 

In response to applicant's arguments, the Examiner notes Applicant apparently mischaracterizes the nature of the rejection of the claims set 
forth and mailed 08/21/2008. The rejection of the claims as being unpatentable over Choy in view of Long in view of Ohshiro is based upon 
the "substitution" of elements to teach the claim limitations. Conversely Applicant argues and apparently attempts to show non- 
obviousness based upon the "combination" of the references and includes additional features of the prior art in the arguments not relied 
upon and/or cited in the rejection. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1 981 ); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In response to applicant's argument that "A combination of the references by one of ordinary skill in the art would not reasonably yield an 
apparatus having all the elements recited in independent claim 1 and 11", the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a 
secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be 
expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 
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
